through the New, to manifeſt how in the 
faid 7th Milen, as Chrilt by hisRevet allo 
bath infallibly reſolved us, that all ſhall 
anſwerably be done (as in good part was 
ſhewed) in our PiRure of Chrifts moſt 
Divine Key, p. 63. of the Refur, which I 
doitbt not but will farther make the ev?. 
dences thereof fo ſtrong, clear, and irre- 
filtable, and ( as [ verily believe ) of fo 
great weight, as greater cannot be had to 
prove any Truth, ( nor need to be ex- 
peed for theſe) and greater then for any 
other Truth in the whole bbok of God, 
this containing the ſumm of all, namely, 
Chriſts great work of Redemption, as the 
work ſo eternaNy appointed by the Father 
to be ſo carryed on by him in the time of 
bis Mediatorthip in the firſt fix Millen, 
( as by and by we doubt not to prove ) 
to redeem the ſouls, bodies, perfons, out- 
ward conditions of his Saints and fer- 
yants then trom the - Power and Tyranny 
of their Enemies : & the World & Crea- 
tures in that ſtate from the Corruption, 
Curſe, Bondage \Enmity in it fince the 
Fall of Man, asin Reffn. Þ 45,46, 37, 
Oc, Whereapon we muſt lay down this 
ueedful Caution by the way ; viz, That 
we muſt diſtinguiſh the faid General 
work of Redemption, fiom that Spirirual- 
ly Powerfu} work of Reconciliation for 
his Saints at Chriſts firſt comiug, accor- 
ding to the warrant of the holy Scripture, 
2 Cor-5. 19: God was in Chnift recouciling 
us unto himſelf, and wow by bs word of 
Reconcilianon; Rom. F, 10, When Ene- 
ies, we were reconciled to Grd Ly the death 
of bis Son : and Eph, 2.16, That he might 
reconcile both Few and Gentile 1n one bod 

by zbe Grofs, &c, Chriſt by his death 74 
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making an Arttonement in his blood by 
his own ob!ation of himfelf once for af! 
his people, and thereby laid theſure foun. 
dation at his frzit coming, for his power- 
ful 'and glorious: carrying on. of all the 
parts 5 om of the other ( as being 
made the Fathers Commiſſioner ) durin 
his Kingdome of the Stone (whileſt be fits 
upon his Fathers Throne ) at that glori- 
ons delivery of the Book with 7.Scals Rev, 
5, to himthe Lamb, with ſeven Hornes, 
and ſeyen Eyes, to open, and execute the 
Contents thereof, unto chap 19. until 
his ſecond coming at tke end ot the (aid 
1666, years wken he wil fit upon his own 
Throne, Rev, '3, 21, for. we cannot a» 
ſcribe enough to that ſoul. aſteniſhing 
wonder, of Gods ſo free and gracious gi. 
ving his only Son fo to dye Br fuch Gn. 
ners to reconcile them to himſelf, yea God 
was in Chrilt ſo reconciling them (as faith 
the Apoſtle ) to himſelf ; nar cf Chriſts 
Love and Compaſſion, fo to reconcile 
them to God the Father . by his own 
blood- ſhedding, all which were alſo car. 
ried on by the powerful and glorious ope- 
ration of the Lord the Spirit both for 
Chriſt, at firſt overſhaddowing the blefſed 
V'rgin at his holy Conception, and ha- 
ving by the eternal ſpirit offered himſcK 
toGad without ſpot, Heb.9, 24.&at laſt by 
his Reſurre&ion, declaring him with pow- 
er by the *pirit of Sanifcation to be the 
*onof G d, Rom. 1. 4. and by his work- 
ing in his Saints at all times: which ſaid 
work of Reconciliation was to be the (ure 
and neceſfary foutdation of all the follow- 
ing parts of the faid General Work of Re- 
demprtion from Mans Fall to the end, ta- 
ken in the greateſt extent, as it was Gods 
ſaid eternal Daiign by Chrift ſo to carry 
on the ſaid Work in the faid time, which 
we ſha!l here endeavonr to fet before 
the eyes and underſtandings of all ſuch ſe- 
rious Chriſtians fot their exceeding great 
Corfolation"and fatisfaftion ( it duly 
pondered and improved) which will far- 
ther appear ( aswe ſaid ) by the faid e- 
ternal Decrees, Coyenants and —_ 
ics 
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fies/in the Old Teltament, and the Wit- 
neſlings of Chrift and his Apoſtles in the 
New; but all moſt trongly derermined by 
Chriſts own moſt DivineReve lation But 
becauſe the Grit 6000 years appear to. be 
a)ſo appointed by him for the carrying on 
of his Deſigne for that i{ate in the ſeventh 
Millennium, and therefore to run paral- 
lel with the faid decreed great work of the 
Redemption of the World, viz- both of 
Men and Creatures, { as we faid ) we 
ſhall upon this third Particular, relpe&- 
ing Chriſts carrying it on in the ix firſt 
Millenninms to the ſeventh , conhder, 
what proof and evidence we find frcm 
the word of God for the ſame, which may 
double the ſtrength of the ſaid farther re- 
maining Prcofs which we are ro proceed 
to ſpeak of ; therefo: e we ſhall firſt mani- 
teſt the reality thereof from © Scripture 
warrant, before we proceed to the other 
proofs thereof, (which will include much 
alſo of the cundition of that ſaid ſtate 
from firſt ro laſt ) firit the Holy Ghoſt 
exccliently expounderh them by his re- 
ſembling of them to the fix dayes of 
Creation, before Ged reſted the f:venth 
day, and to the Type of th: Iſraelites relt 
in Canasy under Foſbua's condutt, igni- 
tying thereby, thar after 6000 years 
thould be Chriſfts Sabbariſme of reit trom 
tuch his great work of Redemption; as 
the ſpirit of God explains both, Heb. 3, 
aid 4 <<, which our 2 aviour likewiſe con- 
trmeth by his moſt ſure Revelation tntcr- 
pretation thereof, and none like ir. 

And :dly, this is alſ» done by God's 
Spizit comparing 1000 years fd oge day ; 
a« firſt from Pſal. 90. where 10v0 years 
with God are ſaid to be as yeſterday, 
which the Apoſtle Peter, 2 Epilt. 3. 8, 
ſets forth with great Emphaſis, and de- 
clares it to be a great point, which he 
would not have Chriſtians ignorant of, 
that one day with the Lord,. { Chriſt ] 
( whoſe coming he there ſpeaks of ) is as 
1000 years; and he puts it bath wayes, 
ſaying, and recs years as one day ; vi2, 
in reterence to his {aid coming, to be 
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at. the end of the ſixth AGlennien 5 
and our Saviour alſo moſt exactly de- 
termineth ;- that Sabbariſme of the fe- 
vemh Millennium accordingly, by 1009 
years fix times over, Rev. 20. 2, 744; 5, 
6, 7. of which more akerwards, Fc, 

3. Chrilts carrying on that ſaid work 
of Redemption for his Univerfal- True 
Church, as that work which his Father 
gave him to do; in that reſpeR, in his ex- 
ec ation of his three. great Offices in the 
time of his Mediatorſhip in the World, 
which was firſt in his emiuent Prophetical 
Office in - 000 years to his firſt coming z 
and ſecondly in his eminent Prieftly Ot- 
hce in the New Teſtament, ja the next 
2008 years, before the perigd of his emi- 
nent Kingly Office for his ſaid Univer- 
{al true Church will begin, in that fol- 
lowing ſtate in that world to come : ( as- 
is largely proved in our Treatiſe on 
Gey, 3, I5 ) 

4. This alſo may appear from that fre- 
queut Promiſe of Gods ſhewing merey to 
lvoe Genera ions, that is, tor the 7000 
years of the worlds continuance : - ( as we _ 
reckon in the middle ſtate of things, 
three lives to be 21 years, as in page 6, 
and 7 of our Key is e>plained; ! "

years, and at the Jews Captivity at Ba- 
bylon about 4u, Mund 345 0 years, as 
Daniels Divine great Calender, cb, $. of 
2309 years of their Bondage, under, the 
four Gentile Monarchies declares, ( as 
we ſhall farther by Divine AGlitance 
manifeſt. ) Which, with Chrilts 1c 00 
years, Rev. 20, make up 6750 years, be- 
lides the little ſpace of Satans loofing, 
( not ſaid what ie will be. )- To like pur- 
pole is the concinnitie of Bucelcerw in 
our Table of Chronology in the begianing 
of gur Irenicos; of his 50 Jubelics to Jþr g- 
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«lr coming vht of and to Rabylons 
Captivity 90 Jubelics, - which is 3550 
years, unto which, part. of Dawiels 2390 
yeats*till Cluiſt, is to be'added, and 
{rom thence he ſpeaketh as aptly, ſaying, 
The ſeven Seals, and the feven Trumpets 
out" of the ſeventh Seal, and the ſeventh 
Vial falling under the ſerenth Trumper, 
brings us to the ſeventh Millinary,or great 
Sabbariſme of the Saints rett with Chritt, 
( as it'is called, Heb. 4.9 )

which would- require ſome conſiderable 
time ) and we know not but that he hath 
detigned the little ſpace of Satans looſing 
to make it up, being a bad ſtate of things 
with them who ſhall a& in that wicked 
attempt, which yer will not reach the 
Saints, but only make Chriſt a little 
work.to perfeQ his ſaid Redemption then, 
by deſtroying the Devil and wicked men 
at once, when he laſtly delivers his Saints 
in the world, as in our fix Concluſions is 
ſhewed, page 17, 18, of Reſtitut. { alſo 
a Germane DoCttcr giyes an account of 
much more than 200 years loſt in ſeveral 
Computations which he mentions, and 
ſo the 6000 years ſhould be guuch paſt ; 
( but we inſiſt not upon that ) only ac. 
knowleding God is Sovereign Lord of all 
times and aRtings in them z and” for ſuch 
particularities we may « not be curious, 
where he hath not revealed, but we ſee 
the Parallel of the fixth day, and ftxth 
thouſand year from Gods one is conſider- 
able, and ( as was ſhewed ) we bave 
Gods Spirits Guidance thereto, and

Licke 19, ) to take his faid Inheritance, King-:

at the Renovation of all things, yea for him 
and bis Saints in that time aod ſtate here ſpo-. 
ken of, as the Apoſtle exprgfsly ſaith, v, 6, we; 
do not yet ſee altching put under him t but 
our Sayiours Reyelatiow Key, in.the four Laſt 
chapters, gives an excellent accgung of that. 
time, and Godsfway of performing them ; and 
opens all thoſe things ( it men would humbly 
and conſcientiouſly attend te- it ;) which I 
well ( through Divine Grace ſtill more and, 
more hnd doth ftzongly reſolve all ſach things 
above all that man can ſay to the contrary 
and fo as I am well, from his word, aud holy 
Spirit, aliured, he will make good. before 
Jong time paſs : Now that this world to-come. 
is fo be taken ( befules what was before ſaid 3 
all fitly leading to ir, as by Geds Spirit ſo D:. 
vinely ordered : note farther, v.5. it is 1. tiled 
weapin, 10 habitable world : and 2dly, it is 
{poken of robe when God brings his Sgpn agaig 
viz. the ſecond time intg world, wv. 6, 
waa» the Adverb there is joyned with the Verb, 
and dwy #ipojuts it out to be a ſpecial diftiu 
time and matter he ſpeaks of, though allo a= + 
nother proof et his Divine Sonſhip becauſe 
then at his ſecond comeing all the Angels 
muſt Worſhip him, and it is as was Prophelied 
ob before, Ps.

Spirit, as I find them to this purpoſe, as in

K+), p.7,3;9, &c. and in our ſaid laſt Books : 
ahd of the Communion in the New Telta- 
ment ſtate then, ch, 12, which alſo. we ſpoke 
of in the ſaid B5oks, and more in our TraQt on 
Fer. 3- 17. and becauſe we have but a ſhort 
IntroduQion in hand. t6 our intended ſhort 
Scheme ( if God will ) wg will be fatished 
with thus much at preſent'to our preſent pur- 
poſe, The like expoſition I have from Chrilts 
Revelation, of what St, Paul ſaith of Chrilts 
firſt comeiog, and the firſt ReſurreQion of the 
Saints, 1 Car.1 5. after he had riſen above 1600 
years before, as their firft fruits, ro ſanQife 
and effe&_ their ReſurreQion afterwards at 
his ſecond comeing, v. 23. and ( «ms deinde 
intends 1000 years after (as Chriit Reacheth) 
ſhall be the end, which will. be when be ſhall 
have put down all Rule and Authority and 
Power, that is chiefly -( as Scripture witneſ- 
ſeth) Exekjels Gog and Magog, and ſhut up 
Satan in the bottomleſs pit for 1 000 years ; 
and after that deſtroy the laſt Gog and Ma- 
gog, Rev. 20.8, 9. and calt the Dz-vil into 
the lake of Fire, and the Hit Enemy, Death, 
will be deſtroyed, with the Author of it, the 
firſt Soul Murtherer and fin the effeRt of his 
wickedneſs, and alſo the matter for death ro 
work upon'will be taken away, which are the 
deſtroying of death, ( none remaining from 
thence in the world in the natural life ) bur 
after the faid ro0o years ſhall be that Miſte- 
ry of the gzneral Rapture, which he ſpcaks of, 
v; 51,52. atthe laſt Trump; at bis deicen- 
ding with. a ſhout ( as alſo the fame Apoltle 
-_m_ Y at his laſt comeing ( which I believe 
rom theſame warrant ) he ſpeaks of, 1 Theſ. 
4,15, 15, &c, as diſtinguiſhing his Bringin 
with him all that flzep in Jcſbs, which he * 
called the appearance of Chriſt with a}! his 
Saints before, c<, 3, wi, from this laſt, when 


thede Send in Chriit (viz, all that departed 
in 1060, years betore ) ſhall riſe firſt then, 
that is, betore the wicked at the laſt Trump 
then ; both which ſorts are theſe our Saviour 
calls the reſt of the dead that roſe net till 

100 » years after, or till the 1050 years were 
finiſhed, v.5. the firſt Taid ReſurreRion of the 
Saints is Rev, 20. 4, 5. '( as Chriſt there ex- 
atly diſtinguiſketh both of them ) amd this 
=y be obſerved by humble and cenſcientious 
ſeekers ro be reſolved : which Reſolutions of 
theſe Texts T do upon good grounds beheve 
ſhortly will be ib 44 el by Chil himfclf ar 
his comeing, and how matchlefs a*Reſolver 
that Revelation ( lo called ) with a witnefs 
is, ( and in ſome things with Daxiet alf, ) 
ſuch as rightly ſeek by it as ", ht, I 
doubt aot but may more and beeby their 
own Experience hind , is the iaterim 
( after all preſent gainſaggrgs )- yet with de- 
clared willingneſs to give a Chriſtian-like ac. 
count to all reds perſons, &c, ) I klefs and 
_—_— the holy name of God my Ravenly 
Father in Chriſt my gracious & merciful Re. 
deemer, & of the Lord the Spirit my SanQiier 
& Teacher ( to my great comfort and ri. 
faction ) of theſe and many like Divine 
Truths( couched as he 1th been pleaſed to lay 
them down in his holy Word ) & for others I 
only here pray, ſaying, Blefied and Holy Tri- 
nity of Perſons! in the Unity of the Di- 
vine Efſence 3 open the eyes of thy faith- 
ful ſervants in theſe times, to under. 
itand the holy Scriptures reſpeRing that ſaid 
world to come, at Chrilts fecond eomeiog, as 
our bleflced Saviour after his Reſurre&ion 0+ 
pened his Diſciples underſtandings, Luke 24, 
45. then to ſee th: things before, and at his 
firſt comeing, and eſpecially reſpeRing his 
Death and Returre&ion, rhen newly paſt, 
&c, 4men. 

We might here note har ſtrong confutation 
might be raken againſtPelagian, Arminian, Po- 
pith & Sociniaa Errours, & many others ; & 
excire all to ger trueGrace as the beſt ſecurity 
of all good ; & to thatend lay afide worldly & 
wicked projets in the workd, an keep coſe 
to G2d in the uſe of all good means, and that 
Great Perſons ſhould kits rhe Sun, Oc, P/al.z, 
but we are forced now only to hint thus much. 
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
